251 HERE AS the thoughts of men are 
$ only knowne to God, and men onely to 
Wi judge by words and actions; As it 1m- 
AF forts to ail States that men ſhould not 
= offend. by words or deeds; So it im- 
ports to know their intentions, efpecially in unſctled 
times, that there wants no men who minde but mit- 
chicefe; who alſo make it their work to traduce all 
ſuch as run not their courle z VV hich being a known 
Trhith, juſtly moves the ſaid Sir Balthazar Gertzer, to 
declare, firft, that it was a true zcale towards this Na- 
tion, which moved him to come to it,in the year 1616 
(from Zealand his Native Country, belonging to the 
States Generall) and to apply himlelf during the beſt 
part of ſo many yeares fince to the publique ſervice ; 
Hee never to his knowledge by Word or Aion, 
ſaid or did any thing, that might or could contra- 
dict the tiuth of that = le by him proteſt. 
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Secondly, That as. ſoon as he perceived this Na- 
tion to be threatned with diſturbances, hee :( by the 
interceſſion of the Prince Ele&or Palatine, the then 
King being at Yorke ) became an humble Suitor for 
leave to retire, and to return beyond the Seas, re{ol- 
Ving then to. abandon all Court cntertainments, and 
imployments, that could have argued in him a ditpo- 
ſition, contradicting what he had 10 long proteſt ; and 
lo pretcrred the keepfng entire and ſpotletle his Inte- 
£rity before all other worldly. confiderations in gene- 
rall, as in particular, the recovery of all ſuch ſummes 
of money. as hee. hath disburſt during his Reſidency 
abroad, tor the ſervice of the State, and at home 
in his charge of 1ufter of Ceremontes, for which hee 
had gotten tome Tallies ſtruck upon Biſhops, which 
were ftopt ſoon after that it-was told at Courtzhe cea- 
led not to pay Afſeſlements;and which was the caule 
aito that Sir. Clement Cottere! being at Oxford, was in- 
ſtantly inveited/in his charge, though it was ſcted 
upon the 4aid Sir Balthazar Gertler, during litc, by Pa- 
rent! under the then great.Scale of Ezgland,. hritas 
adjoynt to his Predeceflor: Sir Jchn Finer, and fince 
lis Ihoah in qualtty of Sole Mafter of Ceremontes. 
VWhich could not be taken from him,cexcept he had 
mer:ted that which was moſt unjultly and injuriouſly 
told to his face, ( by the Inſtigationof the Lord (v- 
ti,4to) that hee had deſerved to be hanged by his 
Leggcs, ior having named thoſe who did betray this 
State. The Intereſt whercot, being the caule of 
what he then did, was ever fo dcare unto him. as it 
ſhail ever: be preterred by him beyond ail that may 
concern his particular, as inthat of his Otfce of. Aft- 
ſier of Cer2mowees, during lite, ke ſhall never complain 
avainſt

againſt the State, that it _ during his abſence ſetled' 
upon a Gentleman, who for his ſervice in- quality of 
publique Miniſter hath well deſerved ; and who ha- 
ving all the neceſſary qualities, is ſo fit tor the executi- 
on thereof. 

Thirdly, that during his ſeven years abſence, he hath 
not only continued to contribute to the maintenance 
of the Army by duc payments of Afleſſements, and all 
kind of taxations, (thouzh himſelt deprived of all Em- 
ployments). But publiquely profeſt to wiſh the pre- 
ſcrvation of this State,againſt all Forreigne and Inland 
Encmics, with the ſame zeale and integrity .of mind 
as he hath proceeded with, during his tormer twelve 
yeares conſtant Reſidency in the Court of Bruxels, 
whence he did as diligently as poſhbly he could, ad- 
vertize the State of all the Trecheries intended and 
acted againft the fame, as he did divers times repre- 
ſent to the late King, that his Neighbours would ne- 
ver confider his power, except it was ſeaſoned with 
an harmon:ous concordance of P.:rl;aments, of which 
truth the ſaid Sir Bulthazar Gertier, appealesto his 
Journalls which the State doth pofleſle. 

But his fidelitie to the State proved to him his utter 
mine,ſo great then being the reſentments of thoſe who 
were offended; that inobedience to the Parliament he 
named thoſe who advertiſed the publick miniſters of 
State- in forra'2n Courts, eſpecially thoſe of Rome and 
Spaine,ot all the ſecrets of this State, and who did 
crofle and overthrow divers of the molt important af- 
faires waercin the 0.10ur and greatieſſe of thisNation 
was concerned. Fourthly 

That his late re paſſing the ſeas hither with his {a- 
mily was on the lame grounds he tir{t came to thisState

whence he departed without ſtanding in need of any 
quietus eſt, havingthat.of his own conicicnce, the tree 
tore whereon he was again moved to, preſent himſclf, 
and to offer to give ſuch a ful account of all his ations 
as ſhould be thought fit, beſides the explaining of all 
ſuch expedients contained in {everall of his papers,both 
written and Printed, and as were ſent firſt by himfclf 
to the right Honourable Maſter Speaker, tince the 
year 1646,and by M.Rext Augier this States reficent at 
Paris(to whom the ſaidSir Balthaza;Gertzer ſhal alway 
appeal, asto an infallible witnefle of his zeal, aftcEtion 
& fidelity to this State) By which expedients(whenput 
in practice) the revenue of the State may be augment- 
cd by two or three hundred thouſand pound per az.& 
this with notable advantage & applauſe of the people, 
as may prove the preſent ule of one of them, by him fo 
long tince propoſed, which having bin obſerved by the 
late Dr.Do-1ſla, hath alſo by ſome ane perſon been 
preſented to the Parliam,.under the notion of an Office 
of general Rememlrances of matters of Record, which when 
ictled,and praRiſed as it ought to be,may rencer to the 
State more then tortic thouſand pound per anzum. 

And finallie the ground of the ſaid Sir B.Gerbzer his 
comming over to be tor the erecting of an Academy,on 
all fuch Principles and orders as are mentioned in his 
Treatiles heretofore preſented to divers Mcmbers of 
this Honorable Court of Parliament,and of the Coun- 
cel ot State, andin the following leavcs. 

For the performance wherof he in his own perſon(8& 
in thole ct his own family)undertakes,as alſo to prove 
his ſaid deſign to tend to the glory otGod,the honor of 
the Nation, the improvement of all lovers of Vcrtue, 
and the breeding of youth thercin.

The Maſter or Proteflors ſhall be inzaged to read 
weekly the YYedaeſdays in the afternoones Publicke 
Lecureson Languages, Scicnces, and Exerciſes gra- 
tis,both tor ſtranzers ot civill converſation, as well as 
the Academitts. 
The Maſter and Conſtitutor being cheifly poſitive, 
onely in the regulation, for prevenitng idleneſle, and

Orders to bee Obſerved by the Schol- 
ters inthu Academy. 


"He Schollers areto'be ready in Summer time, 

beginning from the twentieth day of the Month 

of March, to the twenticth gay of Otcter tollowing,at 
bx of the clock in the mOrning,and in VV inter at 7 

They 
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They are then to meet at publick Prayers at the ſe- 
cond ringing of the Bell,at eight to take their Break- 


Thence to repaire untill eleven of the clock to their 
Study and Exercifes, every one of them according to 
that which they doe lcarn and practiſe. 

From eleven to noone, they are to recreate accord- 
ing to their inclination, except with Dice or Cards. 

At the ringing of the Bzl] about Noon, they are to 
repaire to the V aſhing place for the walhing of their 
hands,thence to the Dining room, ranging themſelves, 
aftcr grace fſaid,as they are entred into the Academy. 

The Grace before and after dinner is to be faid by 
the Reader,and incaſe of ſome accident, by the lear- 
nedeſt Scholler, 

The grace being ſaid, are to cat decently, uling ct 
vill languages one to another. 

They thall ſpeak at Table ſuch of. the Languages as 
they learn,and alſo have the liberty to ſpeak their Mo- 
ther tongue, 

Having Dined, and Grace being ſaid, they are to 
heara Chapter read. 

Being riten,they are to waſh their hands again, and 
then | © q Soxemanges for half an houre, to the Regent 
or to his Deputy, to bee inſtructed in points of good 


manners,or to be reformed of thoſe faults as ſhall have 
been obſerved in them, as alſoto be put on honoura- 
ble and profitable Meditations. 

They are to recreate untill half an houre paſt two, 
and at the firlt ringing of the Bell, are to repaire to 
their Studies or Exerciles,and to continue at the ſame 
untill five of the clock at night.

They fhall then-recreate themſelves untiff ſeven of 
the-ctock. | : 

At ſeven goc to ſupper, and obſerve the ſame Or- 
ders preſcribed for Dinner time. | 

Theyareto mect again for Evening'Prayers at nine 
of the clock inthe Summer, and go to.reſt at ten -pre- 
cizely. 

In Winter at ninc,having been at Prayers imme- 
diatclyafter cight of the clock. | 

They-ſball not ſwear, which if they do, they ſhall 
faſt all day;or pay a ſhilling -for the poore. 

They ſhall not ſpeak any injurious word one to 
another under the ſame penalty, 

"They fhall not withont conſent go forth on any pre- 

tence whatſoever,not only during the dayes of. their 
ſtudics,but the VV edneſdates and the Saturdaics in the 
afternoon. 

They ſhallnot admit-any Vifit during the times of 
their Studies, norno-Matdens to come to them at any 
other time, except ſuch as ſhall vifit the Academy in 
company of their Mother, and that are known to be 

, their Siſters or .Couſins. 
They ſhaltnot repaireto any kinde. of Vifualling 
: Honſesor* Taverns, on pretenee-of entertainments of 
*ſuch friends as they ſball bee viſited by, but preſent 
-themwith what-is fit within doores,” their Chambers, 
- © Orchards; or Gardens,and without any offence or im- 
pediment to the Academy. | 
They ſhall keep themſelves cleanly,and never appear 


- otherwiſe toany Company, 
They hall Civilly ſalute thoſe by whom they ſhall 
be vilited and return then humble thanks for their 


\ viſitation, They 
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They ſhall not —_ one another concerning 
Birth,nor Mcans, nor Profcſhon. 

They ſhall by azcalous emulation ſtrive to become 
pious,and by tearing God, make good their deſire to at- 
tain unto wiſdome. 

Making it their only joy to improve in the profeſſi- 
on of true chriſtianity,therby to perte&tionate all their 
Indeavours, Labours and Studies in a Religious con- 
cluſion by an exact obſervation of the Sabbath, ( and 
of their improvement in the ſervice of God ) wt ere- 
of they are to give a publick due account at the cloſe 
of that day, in the preſence of the Regent or his De- 
out y. 

: And whereas poſſibly by reaſon of the late yeares 
diſturbances in this State, and the great alterations, 
and varicty of the diſpoſitions of men, The Academy 
in the receiving of Schollers cannot wel except again(t 
any Lovers of Vectue that are minded to improve 
tizemſelves,Nor ſuffer any Scholler to bring in queſti- 
on or quarrelþabout any tormer paſſages ot the Times, 
asto reproach one another, much leſle to meddle with 
any matter of Statc. 

All Schollers or others belonging to the ſaid A- 
cademie, are tooblerve and keep this ſaid Rule exact-. 
ly, or elſe todepart, and looſe the quarters pay by 
themadvanced according to contract and cuſtome,
